The importance 
ef maintaining that steady supply was 
obvious, and was the biggest stimu- 
lant for promoting the manufacture 
of butter in this country. 

Oleomargarine, said Mr. Burrell, 
was imported into all other ¢oun- 
tries, including New Zealand, but: in 
every country .there was also exces- 
sive legislation and fraud. The whole 
effort of the margarine makers, he 
feared, would be to fraudulently sell 
their product as butter. 

The question would come up ° be- 
fore parliament, he said, but such a 
change as suggested would be fraught 
with endless difficulties and a lot of 
fraud. He was not questioning the 
wholesomeness of oleomargarine and 
no doubt it would afford relief at this 
time. He quoted examples of fraud 
in Quebec which had been followed 
by prosecution and conviction.

Seed Garden of Canada 


Big Permanent Industry for the 


Okanagan Vallicy 


According to officials of the Cana- 
dian Seed Branch, the Okanagan Val- 
ley, B.C., promises to become the 
seed garden of Canada. Before the 
war.most of the sceds used in. Cana- 
dg came from Belgium, France, and 
Germany. This supply has been 
largely cut off and the question of 
gettiig sufficient seed Jias been a 
serious matter. One of the most 
difficult problems has been to. get 
sufficient sugar bect seed which be- 
force the outbreak of -hostilities was 
ncarly all shipped from Belgium and 
Germany. 

Experiments have been made in 
the rais of seed in ‘the Okanagan 
Valley, this year several car- 

\loads of sugar beet seed will be pro- 
cured. This, along with several other
